£ra 1708 5 a Monument defign’d to 
perpetuate the Memory of the fignal 
Vidory obtain’d over the French and 
Bsvarans near the Village of Blenheim, 
on the Banks of the Danube, by JOHN 
Duke of MARLBOROUGH ; the Hero 
notonly of his Nation, but his Age 5 
whofe Glory was equal in the Council 
ant in the Field; who by Wifdom, 
Juftice, Candor and Addrefs, reconciled 
various, and even oppofite Interefts ; 
acquir’d an Influence, which no Rank, 
or Authority can give, nor any Force 
but that of fuperior Virtue; became 
th: fixed important Center, which u- 
uited in one common Caufe the prin- 
pal States of Europe; who by mili- 
tary Knowledge, and irrefiftible Valour, 
in a long Series of uninterrupted Tri- 
umphs, broke the Power of France, 
when raifed the higheft, when exerted 
the moft; refcued the Empire from 
Defolation; aflerted and confirmed the 
Liberties of Europe. 

PHILIP, a Grandfon of the Houfe 
of France, united to the Interefts, di- 
reéted by the Policy, fupported.by the 
Arms of that Crown, w.s placed on the. 
Throne of Spain, King WILLIAM, 
the Third beheld this formitable Uni- 
© of two great, and once rival, 
Mourchass, Ac the end of a Life 


fpent in defending the Liberties of E#- 
rope, he faw them in their greareft 
danger. He provided for their Security 
in the moft effeétual manner. He took 
the Duke of MARLBOROUGH intro 
his Service. 

Ambafiador Extraordinary and Ple- 
Nipotentiary to the States General of 
the United Provinces, } The Duke con- 
tracted feveral Alliances before the 
Death of King WILLIAM. Ke con- 
firmed and improved thefe. He con- 
tracted orhers, after the Acceflion of 
Queen ANNE ; and re-united the Con- 
federacy, which had been diffolv-d 
at the End of a former War, in a 
ftricter and firmer League, 

Captain General and Commander in 
Chief of the Forces of Great Britain.) 
The Duke led to the Field the Army of 
the Allies. He took, with furprifing 
Rapidity Venlo, kuremonde, Steven{wa- 
ert, Liege. He extended and fecured 
the Frontiers of the Dutch. The Ene- 
mies, whom he found infulting at the 
Gates of Nimeghen, were driven to 
feek for Shelrer behind their Lines, 
He forced Bonne, Huy, Limburg in ano- 
ther Campaign. He opened the Com- 
munication of the Rhine, as well as 
the Macs. He added all the Country 
between thefe Rivers to his former 
Conquefts. The Arms of France fa- 
vour"d by the Defeétion of the Eleétor 
of Bavaria, had penetrated into the 
Heart of the Empire. This mighty 
Bow'y lay expofed to immediate Ruin. 
In that memorable Crifis, the Duke of 
MARLBOROUGH led hisTroops with 

Aa unex 
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unexampled Celerity, Secrecy, Order, 
from the Ocean to the Danube He 
faw; he attacked; nor ftopped, but 
to conquer the Enemy. He forced the 
Bavariaus, fuftained by the French, in 
their ftrong Intrenchments at Scheilen- 
berg. He pafled the Danube. <A fe- 
cond reyal Army compofed of the beft 
Troops of France, was fent to rein- 
force the jirft. That of the Confede- 
rates was divided. With one part of it 
the Siege of Iuzolfiadt was carried on. 
With the other the Duke gave Bartle 
to the nuiced ftrength of France and 
Favaria. On the 2d Day of Auguft 
1704, he gain’d a more glorious Vic- 
tory than the Hiftory of any Age can 
boat. The Heaps of Slain were dread- 
ful Proofs of his Valour. A Marfhal 


of France, whole Legions of French his 
Prifoners, proclaim’d his Mercy. Ba- 
varia was fubdued, Ratisbon, Auguf- 
bourz, Ulm, Meninghen, all the Ufur- 
yations of the Enemy, were recover’d. 
The Liberty of the Déet, the Peace 
of che Empire were reftor’d, From 


the D.mube, the Duke turn’ his viéto- 
rions Arms towards the Rhine and the 
Mofelle. Landau, Treves, Tracrbach, 
avere taken. In the Courfe of one 
Campaign the very \Nature of the 
War wis chang’d. The Invaders of 
other States were reduced to defend 
their own. The Frontier of France 
was expofed in its weakeft Part to the 
Efforts of the Allies. 

hat he might improve this Ad- 
vantage, that he might pufh the Sym 
of Things to a fpeedy Decifion, the 
Duke of MARLBOROUGH ied his 
Troops early in the following Year 
once more to the Mofee. They, whom 
he had fav’d a few Months before, neg- 
leéted to fecond him now. They, 
who mighr have been his Companions 
in Conqueft, refufed to join him, 
When he faw the generous Defigns 
he had form’d fruftrated by private 
Interett, by Pique, by Jealoufy, he 
return’d with {peed to the Maes. He 
return’d; and Fortune and Viétory 
tarn’d with him, Liege was reliey’d; 
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Huy re-taken; the French, who had 
prefs’ the Army of the States-General 
with fuperior Numbers, retired 
hind Intrenchments, which they deem. 
ed impregnable. ‘The Duke forcd 
thefe Intrenchments, with inconfider. 
able Lofs, on the feventh Day of july 
1705. He defeated a great part of the 
Army, which defended them, Th 
reft efcaped by a precipitate Retreat, If 
Acvantages proportionableto this Sue 
cefs were not immediately obtained, 
let the Failure beafcribed to that Mif- 
fortune, which attends moft Confek. 
racies 5 a Divifion of Opinions, where 
one alone fhould judge ; a Divifion of 
Powers, where one alone fhould com 
mand, The Difappointment it ff 
did Honour to the Duke.- It becam 
the Wonder of Mankind how he coal 
do fo much under thofe Reftraints, 
which had hindred him from doing 
more, 

Powers more abfolute -were given 
him afterwards. The encreafe of his 
Powers multiplied his Viétories. At 
the opening of the next Campaign, 
when all his Army was not affemble, 
when it was hardly known that he 
had taken the Ficld, the Noife of his 
Triumphs was heard over Europe. On 
the 12th of May 1706, he attack’dth 
French at Ramellies. In the fpace of 
two Hours their whole Army was pit 
to Flight. The Vigour and Condut 
with which he improv’d his Succefs, 
were equal to thofe with which le 
gain’d it. Lowvain, Bruffels, Molin, 
Liere, Ghent, Oudenard, Antwap, 
Damme, Bruges, Courtray furrender't, 
Offend, Menin, Dendermond, Aeth wet 
taken. Brabant and Flanders’ wet 
recovered, Places, which have ™ 
fified the greateft Generals for Months, 
for Years; Provinces difputed for 
Ages, were the Conquefts-of a Sum 
mer. Nor was the Duke content 1 
triumph alone. Solicitous for th 
general Intereft, his Care extended 
the remoteft Scenes of the War. Ht 
Chofe to leflen his own Army, that le 


might enable the Leaders of other Ar 
mits 
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mits to conquer. To this it muft be 
afcribed that Turin was relieved, the 
Duke of Savoy re-inftated 5 the French 
driven with Confufion out of Italy. 

Thefe Viétories gave the Allies an 
Opportunity of carrying the War on 
every Side into the Dominions of 
France, But fhe continued to enjoy a 
kind of peaceful Neutrality in Ger- 
many. From Italy fhe was once alarm- 
ed, and had no more to fear, The en- 
tire Reduétion of this Power, whofe 
Ambition had caufed, whofe Strength 
fupported the War, feemed referved for 
him alone, who had fo triumphantly 
began the glorious Work. 

The Barrier of France, on the fide of 
the Low Countries, had been forming 
for more than half a Century. What 
Art, Power, Expence could do, had 
been done to render it impenetrable. 
Yet here fhe was moft expofed; for 
here the Duke of MARLBOROUGH 
threatened to attack her. 

To cover what they had gained by 
Surprize, or had been yielded to them 


by Treachery, the Frengh march’d. to 


the Banks of the Schelde. At their 
Head were the Princes of the Blood, 
and their moft fortunate General, the 
Duke of Vendofme. ‘Thus commanded, 
thus pofted, they hoped to check the 
Viétor in his courfe. Vain were their 
Hopes, The Duke of MARLBO.- 
ROUGH paffed the River in their 
fight. He defeated their whole Army, 
The Approach of Night conceal’d, the 
Proximity of Ghent favour’d their 
Flight. They negleéted nothing to 
repair their Lofs, to defend their 
Frontier, New Generals, new Armies 
appear’d in the Netherlands. All con- 
tributed to enhance the Glory, none 
were able to retard the Progrefs of 
the Confederate Arms. 

Life, the Bulwark of this Barrier, 
was befieged. A numerous Garrifon, 
and a Marflil of France defended the 
Place, Prince Eugene of Savoy come 
manded the Duke of MARLBO- 
ROUGH cover’d and fuftain’d the 
Siege, The Rivers were feized, and 
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the Communication with Holland in- 
terrnpted, The Duke opened new 
Communications with great Labonr, 
and much greater Art. ‘Through 
Countries over-run by the Enemy, the 
neceflary Convoys arriv’d in fafery. 
One alone was attack’. The Troops 
which attacked, were beat. The De. 
fence of Lifle was animated by affu- 
rances of Relief. 

The French affembled all their Force. 
They marci’d towards the Town. Th 
Duke cf MARLBOROUGH offered 
them Battle, without fufpendigg the 
Siege, They abandon’l the Enrér- 
prizes, They came to five the Town, 
They were Speétators of its Fail. 

From this Conqueft the Duke haften- 
ed to others. The Pofts taken by the 
Enemy on the Schelde, were furpriz’d. 
That River was pafsd the fecond 
time; and, notwithftanding the crede 
Preparations made co prevent it, with- 
out oppofition. 

Bruffels befieg’d by the Elector of 
Bavaria, was relieved. Ghent fur- 
render’d tothe Duke in the middle of 
a Winter remarkably fevere. An Ar- 
my, little inferior to his own, march- 
ed out of the Place. 

As foon as the Seafon of the Year 
permitted him to open another Cam- 
paign, the Duke befieg’d and took Tours 
nay. He invefted Mous, Near this 
City the French Army, covered by 
thick Woods, defended by treble In- 
trenchments, waited to moleft, nor 
prefumed to offer Battle Even this 
was not attempted Ly them avith Im- 
punity. On che lait Day of Auzuf 
1709, the Duke attack’d them in their 
Camp. All was employ’d, nothing 
avail’d againft the Refolucion of fuch 
a Genera], againft the Fury of fuch 
Troops. The Battl: was bloody : The 
Event decifive. The Woods were 
pierced, The Fortifications trampled 
down. The Enemy fled, The Town 
was taken, Doway, Bechune, Air, St. 
Venant, Bouchain underwent the fame 
Fate in two fucceeding Years, Theiy 
vigorous Refiftance could got fave 

&Aa2 them 
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them. The Army of France dur not 
attemprto relieve them. It feem’d 
referv'd to defend the Capital of the 
Monarchy. 

The Project of this extreme Diftrefs 
was neither diftant, nor dubious. The 
French acknowledged their Conqueror, 
and fued for Peace, 

Thefeare the Actions of the Duke of 
MARLBOROUGH, performed in the 
compafs of few Years, fufficient to 
adorn the Annals of Ages: The Admi- 
ration of other Nations will be con- 
veyed to lateft Pofteriry, in the Hifto- 
ries even of the Enemies of Britain. 

The Senfe, which the Britifh Na- 
tion had of his tranfcendent merit, 
was exprefied in the moft folemn, moft 
effectual, moft durable manner. 

The Acts of Parliament, infcribed 
on this Pillar fhall ftand as long as 
the Britith Name and Language laft, 
Illuftrious Monuments of MARLBO- 
ROUGH’s Glory and of BRITAIN’s 
Gratitude.

Here is no Body, he fays, how- 
ever worthlefs and infignificant, 
bur fers an infinite Value on him- 
felf. Self Love and Pride confpire to 
conceal our Imperfections from us ; 
hence it is that fo many complain of 
Fortune’s Unkindnefs, without con- 
fidering their own too little Merit ; 
even thofe who envy the Wealth and 
Splendor of their Superiors, are per- 
fectly eafy and fatisfied with their own 
share of goodnefs and underftanding. 
This Self- Opinion, he obferves,pre- 
vents Qur improving in Virtue and 
Wifdom, and lays us open to Flattery 
and is the Source of Impertinence,A f- 
fe&tation, Haughrinefs, Obftinacy, 
and other Follies; that a pretty Wo- 
man with a Circle of Admirers, and a 
great Man with his train of obfequi- 
ous Dependants, are inftances of this, 
‘Whoever therefore would be truly 
Valued, muft pafs a Self Examination ; 
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for norhing makes a2 man more con. 
temptible, than to aflume a Merit he 
hasno Right to. This makes Debay. 
chees fet up for preachers of morality, 
and harmlefs Country Girls affect the 
ftudy'd Airs of defigning Jilts. 

While this Self-conceit 1s confin’d to 
Converfation and Behaviour, he fays, 
jt only renders us ridiculous ; but 
when it influences the management of 
our Fortunes and the Conduct of Life, 
it expofes us to Ruin. Thus Portico, 
to be thought a Mafter in Archireds, 
fquanders away in Building what 
fhouid maintain his ftarving Family ; 
Froth {ets up an Equipage he can’t {up 
port; and Seemwel keeps open houfe, 
tho’ he is dunn’d for the Bread he eats, 

As Self Love puffs up a fond Con- 
ceit of our own Excellencies, fo an 
over earneft Defire of appearing happy 
to others, often makes us mifcrable, 
This, he fays, proceeds from the falfe 
Idea we form of happinefs. which we 
are too apt to place in the gifts of For- 
tune, in the room of Health, Wifdom 
and Content, Such wrong Notions 
he remarks, are the Caufes of Extrava: 
gance and empty Oftentation, but yet 
are beneficial, when kept under the 
check of Reafon, and excite Mankind 
to noble and generous Actions, it is 
the grand Motive to Learning, Ge 
nerofity, Valour, Wifdom and Vir- 
tue, amongft the Men, nor does 4 
little contribute to preferve the Cha 
racters of Women unblameable, He 
docs not therefore with to root it out 
of humane Nature, but that we may 
enjoy the good of it, void of thoft 
pernicious Qualities, which impair 
the Underftanding, and make us Fool 
or Coxconbs.

The Bulk of Bankrupts are, he fays, 
fuch as over-trade themfelves, or {pend 
m Luxury and Extravagance more 
than their Profits or Income ; Game- 
fers and Stock-jobbers ; laftly, thofe 
that get all the Credit they can, with 
a defign to cheat their Creditors.

Recommends it to the Affignees to 
mitigate the Hardfhips of Creditors by 
haftening a Dividend, and in the 
mean time to acquaint them what they 
may reafonably expe&t for their Debrs, 
that none may be induced to fell their 
Intereft for lefs thanthe Value, or pur- 
chafe that of others for more than it is 
worth.

‘A kes notice, that in their Paper of 

March 18- they fpoke of the State 

of Parties at the Acceffion of K. james, 

now makes obfervations on his Ma- 
nagement of them. 

In the firft Month of his Reign,our 
Author fays, heexpofed himfelf to the 
fhedding of .Blood, Ly efpoufing the 
Paffions of a Party 5 inflancesin Grey, 
Cobham and Raleigh. 

Obferves there were no Parties at 
this Time in the Nation, but what 
were founded on religious Differences s 
and it was Queen Elizabeth's Po- 
licy to keep all Parties within thofe 
Bounds. She thought that Confcigsces 
ought not to beforc’d, but won by 
Truth, Time, Inftruétion and Per- 
fwafion, and that Caufes of Confcience 
lofe their Nature, when they exceed 
their Boundsand grow Matter of Fac- 
tion. 

Oppofite to this was the Conduct of 
K. James 3 who, in hafte to fhow his 
Parts, held a Conference ‘between the 
Bifhops and the puritan Minifters at 
Hampton-Court, quickly after tis Ac- 
ceflion 5 where he made himfzIfa Prin- 
cipal in the Difpute, But the King 
was fo far from trufting to the force 
of Truth,and che aid of Time, that in 
this Conference he threatned another. 


kind 
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kind of Force. The Confequence of 
which was, thofe Seéts which were 
not dangerous at firft, became fo at 
Jaft. Nor was thisall, he made thofe 
Sects his Enemies, and gaye them great 
Advantages of Popularity andStrength; 
firft by the great Indulgence he fhow’d 
to Roman Catholicks 5 fecondly, hy 
ranking among the puritan Party all 
thofe who flood up in defence of Civil 
Liberty. No King, uo 4Sijbop, was 
the Language of the Court 5 0 Bijhop, 
no King, that of the Church. 

Thefe Evils, fays the Craftsman, 
were aggravated by conduéting our 
National [ntereft abroad againft the 
Senfe of the Nation. 

That the Treaty he made with Spain 
1504, was generally cenfur’d, He 
courted the Power of Spain, which Q, 
El: zabeth had broke, and which would 
have courted him, had he known how 
to put fo much as Dignity on his 
Proceedings, He difoblig’d the Dutch, 
yet fuffer’d their Affronts ; fign’d two 
Treaties with them, yet {Crupled not 
to Call them Rebels. As tothe part he 
took in the Troubles of Germany, he 
put himfelf on fuch a foor, and aquir- 
ed fuch a Charaéter, that he had not 
Credit among the proteftants,nor much 
Influence over his Son-in-Law, the 
Eleét. Palatine ; and the Catholick Par- 
ty fure of amuling him, negkéted and 
defpifed him,

A Plan was laid by the Houfe of 
Aufiria, and other Roman Catholick 
Princes for opprefiing the Proteftants 
and invading the Liberties of Germa- 
ry; to afiect which, they amus’d K. 
James fo as to keep him froin divert- 
ing the Forces of Spaix. Chargeshim 
with endeavouring to eftablifh Po- 
pery in England, which he proves by 
refering to the marriage Articles fworn 
to both by him and the Prince of 
Wales, by which they engag’ to fuf- 
pend, and even abrogate all Laws made

Bencher of Gray’s Inn, &’c. the mof 
puifflane Kupert Lyr, Efq; Bencher of 
Lincoln’s Inn, Oc, and the High and 
Mighty States General of the United 
Provinces of Grubftreet, confidering 
the Differences which have long fube- 
fifted between the faid Societies of Gray's 
Inu and Lyxcoln’s Inn, have at length 
agreed upon Conditions. which may 


- ferve as the Bafis for fetrling thefe bif- 


pptes, 

For which Purpofe, on the part of 
Caleb Danvers, Efq; Mr. Richard 
Franklin; onthe part of the faid Rupert 
Lyn, Efq; Mr. James Roberts, and 
Mr. John Peele,and on the Part of the 
faid States of Grubflrect *,*y agreed 
upon the following Articles and Cons 
ditions. 7 

1. That there fhall be from this time 
forward, and evermore, between the 
contracting Part’es, a firm, fincere and 
invioable Friendfhip for their com: 
mon Intereft,who fhall be oblig’dto a 
reciprocal Guaranty of al] Rights, 2c. 
which they enjoy or ought to enjoy. 

2, It having been often remonftrat- 
ed on the part of Caleb Danvers, Elq; 
and the States of Grubffreet, that to 
eftablith a laffing Peace, the Liberty of 
the Prefs ought to be maincained, and 
a general Guaranty of their Papers,the 
faid Rupert Lyn, Efq} takes upon him 
the Guaranty of thofe Papers, promi- 
fing to defend and maintain them to 
the utmoft of his Power.

To this Treaty are added feveral 
feparate Articles, among which ’tis 
ftipulated, that the faid Rupert Lyn, 
Efq; will fupporg the Craft/man

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all his Force, but on Condition that 
the faid Calch D’anvers, Efq; does not 
write or publith any Paper, Dodtrinc, 
or Pofition contrary to rhe View and 
Interefts of the faid Mr. Lyn. 

That the faid Mr. D’anvers hath 
underfaken toGuaranty the faidRupert 
Lyn, Efg; the fecure Poffeffion of all 
his Pofts of Honour, Wc. yet no lon- 
ger than the faid Mr, Lyn hall appear 
to act for che Honour and Intereft of 
that Society to which-he belongs. 

That tho’ the States of Grubfireet are 
mention’d as a contraéfing Party, yet 
the Natare of their Paper not allowing 
their immediate Concurrence thereto ; 
it is therefore agreed between the faid 
Danvers and Lyn, that they will 
jointly endeavour to get this Treaty 
figned and ratify’d by the faid States 
ewithin three Months, a. &c.

Vienna. May 26. The laft Cou- 
rier which arrived here from Seville, 
didnot bring the approbation of our 
Treaty with England; and we are 
told ic meets with great difficulties 
at the Court of Spain, upon account 
of the Guaranty of the Places to every 
one now in Pofleflion; for this feems 
tocut off all the Spaniards hopes of 
recovering Gibraltar and Port-Mahon. 
Some Advices trom Conftantinople, 
make mention of a third Revole, in 
which the Janizaries plundered the 
Grand Vizier’s Houfe.

Forricn Affairs in MAY, 1731. 
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A Relation of the Earthquakes which 
happened at Foggia, in the King- 
dom of Naples. 

The firft Shock was felt about 
four in the Morning, March 20: Ie 
was fo violent and fo fudden, that 
moft Part of the Buildings were o- 
verturned, and many People buried 
under the Ruins, before the Inha- 
bitants perceived there was an Earth- 
quake. This firft shock lafted five 
minutes, and a minute after they 
felt a fecond fhock as violent, fo 
that the Water in the Wells, tho’ 
30 or 4o Foot deep, iflued out of 
the Top, and caufed confiderable 
Inundations. 

It is not poffible to exprefs the con- 
fternation of the inhabitants: thofe 
who had the good fortune not to be 
crufhed by the fall of the houfes, 
faved themfelves as well as they could- 
The thick clouds of duft, the confue 
fion of the night, the embarraffment 
of, the ftones and rubbith, the cries 
and groans of thofe who were half 
buried, increafed the horror with 
which they were feized, efpecially 
when at break of day there were feen 
in the plain, men,. women, and chil- 
dren almoft naked, pale, trembling, 
and covered with duft. They were 
fcarce got thither but a third fhocle 
happened, as violent as the two for- 
mer, which compleated the deftruc- 
tion of that unhappy city. As day 
appeared the cries and groans of the 
inhabitants were redoubled ; children 
were fecking their parents, and pa- 
rents their children ; and that which 
rendered them more fenfible of their 
mifery, was a piercing cold by which 
their limbs were benumbed, there are 
only the convent of Capuchins, that 
of the confervatory of Penitent Nuns, 
and the Bifhop’s palace, and fome 
fmall houfes in the {quare of Majore, 
ftanding. The number of perfons 
buried under the ruins appears to be 
4600, and they reckon that in that 
and fome following days they had no 
lefs than 50 shakes,
